March 6 - Or Live Or Die, a play. At 8:30 pm. VA bldg., room 114, 1395 
Dorchester West. Or Live Or Die, performed by Stephen Gee Lind, 
is divided into three sections, consisting of short scenes. The 
first section, Birth and Childhood, evokes the pain and wonder of 
a child's growing awareness of herself and the world around. There 
is no single character developed throughout the piece, but in Life, 
the second section, the themes and concerns are those of gay men 
in the 1980s. So there is for instance an openly gay teacher 
facing harrassment at school in dealing with the coming out of a 
gay pupil. There is the gay man and his friend facing the pain of 
an AIDS diagnonis, and the two lovers finding a way through the 
pressures of jealousy and racism. Three death scenes conclude the 
piece.
